Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion pertained to possibly amending the claim language of 
claim 15 to the proposed "a plurality of audio signal formats" and expanding the claim language to reflect the multiple 
encoders that the redirected signal can be sent to, based upon the sensing result of the switch logic. Further definition 
of the type of sensing in the switch logic (possibly to be presented in dependent claim 16), would further help in 
overcoming the prior art rejection (Hiroi, 6549241). Amending the claim language with the above suggestions in mind 
would possibly overcome the prior art rejection, however, would require further consideration/search .
